M'CARTHY'S "THOUGHT EXCHANGE." 


Senator Stanford'* Private Secretary'* 


Bfocte* of 


"Did you ever'hear about-McCarthy'a 


'Thought Bxclmnge'?" one of a gronp 
asked in a-restaurant the other day. 


"Who's McCarthy?" somebody asked. 
"Why, 
John B. McCarthy, Senator 


Stanford's private secretary," said the 
first. "He's an odd genius, and so handy 
that the California millionare gives him 
his own salary of $5,000 a year in addi- 
tion to the $0 a day allowed by the gov- 
ernment to attend to his affairs. I'm 
reminded of his -Thought Exchange' by 
reading the story of Clyatt, the London 
reporter, who had witnessed. 800 execu- 
tions," 


Tho 
. 


never heard of the '-'Exchange." 


"Well," said the first speaker, "Mc- 


Carthy used to be a newspaper reporter. 
He has worked in New York and in San 
Francisco, and a good many towns be- 
tween thorn. Before he became Stan- 
ford's secretary he was in Washington, a 
reporter on the old National Republican. 
He complained that life was so dull Sun- 
day nights that it wasn't worth living, 
so he organized the 'Thought Exchange.' 
He printed a notice in The Republican 
that such an exchange had been organ- 
ized, and that all people who had any 
views on any subject would be welcome, 
and invited to speak. He rented a hall 
on Tenth street, and the next Sunday 
night about fifty were present. 


"There were Spiritualists who wanted 


to give exhibitions of their powers. 
There were labor agitators. There were 
socialists and 
temperance workers. 


Everybody was allowed to speak. The 
following Sunday the attendance was 
larger and the speakers of about the 
same sort. The hall rent was eight dol- 
lars an evening. A collection was taken 
up which usually amounted to a dollar 
or two more than that, and that was 
clear profit. The thing went along until 
the owner refused to rent the hall, and 
so the 'Exchange' was about to move out 
to a little hall near Twentieth street and 
Pennsylvania avenue; but it did not 
make the change." 


"What has this to do with a man who 


had seen 300 executions?" some one asked. 


"As I said, McCarthy used to be a 


newspaper reporter. He had seen hang- 
ings in a dozen states—about forty in all 
is his record, 1 think. He saw Guiteau 
executed, and had been present at 
lynchings in Missouri and elsewhere. 
On the last night the 'Exchange' was 
to meet in the Tenth street hall ,n» 
speakers came forward. -Something had 
to be done, and McCarthy was equal to 
the occasion. He went upon the plat- 
form and announced that he would give 
a lecture. His subject would be 'The 
Comparative Merits of the Long and 
Short Drop at Executions.1 He went at 
it and discussed the subject as coolly as 
one would discuss whether Washington 
or Napoleon were the greater general 
He talked for two hours. He cited sev- 
eral executions he had witnessed as 
showing the merits of the two systems. 


"He described one or two horrible af- 


fairs where a rope, and a mob, and a 
bridge were tho principal accessories. 
The ladies present got up and went away 
at that, and the others of his audience 
were either dazed or charmed with his 
audacity. After talking for two hours, 
he announced the change in place of 
meeting for the next week, and said he 
woiild deliver another lecture on the 
same subject, giving especial attention 
to lynchings. 


"One of the long haired men present 


came to him after the lecture and said, 
'Of course your lecture waa very fine, 
and it certainly shows you have had 
some remarkable experiences, but don't 
you think it woxild be wise for the next 
time to take something in which we 
could all be interested?' Next week 
there was no audience, and the 'Thought 
Exchange" was dead. It wasn't long aft- 
er that that McCarthy was appointed 
private secretary by Mr. Stanford."— 
New York Times.

NAVY VAKD REFORM. 


Secretary Tracy has given notice that he 


intends to reform navy yard abases. The 
necessity for changing the present method 
of conducting the yards was pointed oat 
by the Secretary al a banquet in Boston 
a month or two ago, when he said, what 
everybody knew, that tha yards were mere 
partisan machines conducted in the inter- 
est of politicians instead of the public. 
The Secretary has selected the Mare 
Island navy yard in which to inaugurate 
the proposed reforms. 
The positions of 


foremen and master mechanics are declared 
vacant on the first of nezt August. An 
examination of applicants for filling those 
positions will be held at the navy yard 
beginning Jane 22J, and will be open to 
all who can give evidence of experience in 
concluding the kind of work at which they 
seek employment, and who are citizens of 
the United States. 


What a change that is from the days of 


tape-worm tickets, when no workman wbo 
dared to assert his manhood and vote for 
the men and the principles of his choice 
was permitted to work for the United 
States ut Mare Inland. What a change it 
is even from the present 
regulations, 


which makes the recommendation of a 
politician more effective than the skill of 
the artisan in getting him employment. 
Now the principal qualifications are being 
a member of the paiiy in power and hav 
ing the indorsement of a Congressman. 
Henceforth, if the order of the Secretary is 
carried into effect, they will consist of be- 
ing an American citizen and a competent 
mechanic. 


THE 
IILUISDEK. 


The 
Sacramento 
Record-Union, a 


hitherto blue-blooded Republican paper, 
now designates the new tariff bill as "The 
McKinley Blunder. " It says: "There has 
been no criticism of the bill not juntified 
by developments under it. Take, for in- 
stance, the promise that it would enhance 
wages and stimulate new manufactures 
Neither has happened nor is there any in- 
dication that there ia going to be any aug- 
mented mnnufuctaring over the normal in- 
crease consistent with the growth of the 
country. " 


So fur few Republican papers are as can- 


did as the Record-Union, some of them ap- 
parently deceiving themselves with the 
idea that wages have gone up and manu- 
factures increased since the passage of the 
act, when, as a matter of fact, wages are 
lower, and the prices of many articles 
higher. It now looks as it there will be no 
opposition to an adjustment of the tariff, 
save from the monopolists, who are spec- 
ially favored by the McKinley law. As 
$350.000,000, or thereabouts, must be col- 
lected annually from the duties on imports 
for the support of the Government, the 
tariff will be high enough no matter what 
party is in power. 


THE PEOPLE'S PAIS.TY 
IN 
IOWA. 


Iowa elects State officers this year, nnd 


the People's Party is first in the field with 
a full ticket. The sonveution was held at 
Des Homes last Wednesday and was well 
attended. 
Prominent members of the 


Farmers' Alliance addressed the conven- 
tion, and General J. B. Weaver, Chairman 
of the Committee on Resolutions, submit- 
ted a report which was adopted. The plat- 
form indorses the Cincinnati declaration of 
principles, and on State issues condemns 
the State Executive Council for refusing to 
increase the railroad assessment, and de- 
mands the Australian ballot system, and 
denounces tha Legislature for defeating 
the same. 


In 1S90 the fall Republican State ticket 


was elected by small pluralities, though 
the 
Congressional 
representation 
was 


changed from one Democrat and ten Re- 
publicans, in the Fifty-fir»t Congress to six 
Democrats and five Republicans in th 
present 
Congress. 
There 
were 
four 


tickets in the field last November, though 
the Labor Union and Prohibition part) 
combined polled less than 11,000 oat of a 
total of 390,305 votes.

stantly struck her over the left eye with • 
heavy instrument, knoaking her senslesi.

He prepared 
a new lecture, which began and ended 
with two absolutely fresh jokes. When 
the lecturer walked upon the platform 
with his new manuscript in his hand he 
received an ovation. 


The first new joke seemed to stupefy 


the people. But a few sentences of the 
new lecture woke them up, and they rose 
as one man and demanded their money 
at the box office. 
At the nest town the 


lecturer affixed the old jokes to the new 
lecture, and all went so well that ho is 
still cracking them with constantly in- 
creasing success. —Chicago Mail. 


A "Homeless" Novelist, 


Mr. David Christie Murray has been 


recounting to the good people of South 
Australia how he become a novelist, 
On his first arrival in London he found, 
like so many others, the difficulty of 
getting employment on the press. Be- 
fore the turn of the tide came, he says, 
he had four days' wandering in the 
streets, and at nights sat on the benches 
of the Thames embankment in most 
curious company.

The word catarrh, as popularly used, 


means either nasal catarrh or bronchitis. 
Nasal catarrh is often helped by snuff- 
ing up, so as to carry it into the mouth, 
a weak solution of salt and water, re- 
peating the operation several times a 
day. 
Where the disease is very persist- 


ent, it is well, when possible, to try a 
change of climate. In bronchitis the 
case should be attended by a physician. 


The fuct that many of the houses of 


Portland, Or., and San Francisco are 
built of redwood is given as a reason for 
tho few destructive fires that occur in 
those cities.
